A king made a marriage for his 
son. That is the way the Father 
makes a marriage for Jesus Christ. 
And the other passage says, “A 
certain man made a great supper 
and bade many.” Notice everybody 
is invited. When someone says, 
“Brother Rice, I-am not a Chris- 
tian,” it is not because you are 
not invited and haven’t had a fair 
chance. I want to amswer back 
and say to everybody here that is 
not a Christian, it is your fault. 
Will a loving God send a sinner 
to Hell? If He does, it is after 
He has given you every chance and 
you have spit in\His face and 
turned down. His pleading and 
wouldn't listen,;and wouldn’t be 
saved at all. If you go to Hell, it 
is your own fault. 

“A certain man made a great 
supper and bade many.” He in- 
vited lots of peopie. The Scrip- 
ture said, “Many are called, but 
few are chosen.’ The reason 1 
said everybody is called to be 
saved, the Scripture says so. Turn 
to II Peter the 3rd chapter. There 
the Lord says, in verse 9, “The 
Lord is not slack concerning his 
promise, as some men count slack- 
ness; but is longsuffering to us- 
ward, not willing that any should 
perish, but that all should come 
to repentance.” God wants every- 
body to repent. He. is not willing 
that any should perish but that all 
should come to repentance. Again 
the Scripture says in “as [I live, 
saith the Lord Gcd, I have no 
pleasure in the death of the wick 
ed... turn ye, turn ye, for why 
will ye die, O house of Israel.” 
Again and again the Bible is full of 
invitations. Isaiah cries, “Ho, ev- 
ery one that thirsteth, come ye to 
the waters, and he that hath no 
money; come ye, buy and eat; yea, 
come, buy wine and milk without 
money and without price.” 

The Lord started out after Adam 
had sinned, and said to Adam, 
“where art thou?” From that 
time until this, Adam’s sons have 
been running from God and God 
has been seeking them. Tonight 
if you are not saved, you have 
turned your back on God, and it 
isn’t because you didn’t have a 
chance, didn’t hear the gospel, did 
not«Know how to be saved. May- 
be you didn’t know how, but that 
is your fault. You could have gone 
to the drugstore and bought a Bi- 
ble for probably fifty or sixty 
cents. You could have bought a 
Testament for five cents or nearly 
anywhere for ten cents, or you 
could have gotten a gospel of John 
for a penny. If you didn’t know 
where to get it, some preacher 
would have given it to you or my 
sermon on “What Must I Do to 
Be Saved?” I have gotten out 
Some 150,000 copies, and most of 
those were free.

Immediately following that in 
Colossians 4:1 is this command to 
others who employ laborers: 


"Masters, (or employers) give un- 
to your servants that which is just 
and equal; knowing that ye also 


have a Master in heaven." 

The Christian. religion has its 
largest appeal to laboring people. 
The Lord Himself was a carpenter. 
He said, ““Blessed be ye poor.”” He 
said) “Come unto me, all ye that 
labour and are heavy laden, and I 
will give you rest.” The Scrip- 
ture tells us that “The common 
people heard him gladly.” In the 
churches of the New Testament we 
are told that “Ye see your calling, 
brethren, how that not many wise 
men after the flesh, not many 
mighty, not many noble, are 
called.” Every real preacher of 
the gospel must have a profound 
Sympathy with the common peo- 
pie, the laboring people. My min- 
istry has always been largely with 
and for laboring people. Multi- 
tudes of them hear me preach, and 


‘ir has been my joy to have some 


part in winning to Christ thousands 
of them. 

Recent strikes and labor troubles 
indicate that the best friend of la- 
bor should express. themselves, and 
so I speak kindly and lovingly to 
laboring friends everywhere. 

The recent sit-down strikes in 
Detroit and elsewhere are criminai 
lawlessness, contrary to Christiani- 
ty, morals and patriotism and 
should cause every friend cof labor 
to hang his head in shame. I be 
lieve that laborers have a right 
to strike, that is, to quit work in 
a body if they like. This is a free 
country and a man has a right to 
give up a job if he feels it is to 
his best interest to do so. I believe 
also in the right of collective bar- 
gaining provided it is voluntary cn 
both sides and free, preserving the 
liberty of both employer and em- 
ployees. Men have a right to agree 
that they will ask for certain 
wages and working conditions if 
they feel that is right. 

But the right to strike does not 
involve the right to kill, to destroy 
property, to intimidate other work- 
ers or prevent others from work- 
ing who wish to. A man who 
wishes to work has just as much 
right to keep on working as the 
*man who wishes to strike has to 
quit., The man who wants to quit 
his job should not be compelled 
to keep it. The man who wants to 
keep his job should not be com- 
pelled to strike. The man who 
wants to take the job the other 
man does not want ought to be 
permitted to do so, if he can be of 
satisfactory service to his employ- 


er. When a few labor agitators 
(often foreign born, sometimes out 
and out communists, very often 
connected with gangsters) are al- 
lowed to boss free-born American 
laborers, entice them, inflame thein 
and seduce or threaten them in- 
to lawlessness, the destruction of 
property, the stopping of important 
industries and even murder, then 
the whole process is economically 
silly, morally sinful, unAmerican 
and unchristian! 

The sit-down strike in Detroit 
was unnecessary. Automobile 
workers already receive the high- 
est wages of any class of workers 
in America. Their hours are al- 
ready reasonable. Their demand 
for a thirty hour week, that is, to 
work only six hours a day for five 
days, was unreasonable. No good 
motive prompted the strike. Yn- 
scrupulous men simply saw what 
they thought was an opportunity 
to take by force what they could 
not earn otherwise. If they were 
not content with the largest wages 
paid any industrial group in Ameri- 
ca, then they had a right to quit 
work. Many, many other men 
would be glad to have their jobs, 
even though they worked eight 
hours a day for five days or more 
a week. Then the seizing of prop- 
erty that did not belong to them 
was inexcusable, wrong and crim- 
inal. That is the same sin exactly 
as that of a bank cashier who 
takes other people’s money froin 


the bank and uses it for horse 


‘race gambling, the sin of the hi- 
jacker. Owners have as much right 
to their factory property as a 
worker has to his own little home. 
To seize either one and to deface 
and injure it is contrary to law, 
criminal, dishonest, unAmerican 
and unchristian. To remain in the 
plants where they had no business, 
to break out window lights, de- 
stroy property and prevent manu- 
facturing - activities, placed every 
one who had a part in it in the 
category of lawbreakers. They 
added yet to that sin by disobey- 
ing the court order demanding that 
they withdraw. They violated hu- 
man rights, violated the commands 
of God, violated the law of the 
land, then disobeyed the courts. 


‘Do No Violence,” "Be Content 


With Your Wages” 


The command of John the Bap- 
tist. to the Roman soldiers would 
indicate what the attitude of every 
employed person should be. Sol- 
diers, better than any other peo- 
ple in Bible times, had a chance 
to enforce their demands for higher 
wages because they were organize:! 
and armed. But their organized 
power did not make it right for 
them to be violent or demand in- 
creased wages. Christians should 
observe this Bible command. 

Suppose we consider an individu- 
,al sit-down striker who claims to 
| be a Christian, wanting more pay 
than the six or eight dollars a day 
he receives and wanting to do less 
work —-this man gives up his joo: 
His wife and family go on relief 
or. suffer. Other Christians have 
their taxes raised to take care “of 
this sit-down striker who wen’'t 
work. He helps force other men 
out of work who want to work and 
their families, too, go hungry er are 
cared for by heavier taxation on 
the public. Do you believe that 
such a sit-down striker is pleasing 
God? Is he increasing his Chris- 
tian influence ? 

But the sit-down striker destroys 
property. He encourages discon- 
tent. He invites violence. He takes 
possession of property that he 
doesn’t own. He encourages attacks 
or takes part in attacking other 
men who want to work. He calls 
them

He disregards the ruling 
of a court. He breaks down re- 
spect for law. He retards recovery 
from the depression. He causes in- 
creased taxation. Very likely the 
sit-down striker may be guilty ol 
murder before the affair ends - 
the murder of a policeman or an 
employer or a strike breaker. Does 
any Christian believe that such a 
business pleases God? Certainly it 
does not! 

Sit-down strikers are not fol- 
owing peace with all men. They 
turn their fellow-laborers away 
from godliness. They bring re- 
proach on the cause of Christ. Lei 
every Christian avoid the violence, 
the hatred, the bitterness, the de- 
struction of property and the blood- 
shed that usually accompany 
strikes. 

Should Christians belong to la- 
bor unions? That depends. Cer- 
tainly no Christian should belcny 
to a labor union if it would involve 
giving his approval to lawlessnes: 
and godlessness. If one must in- 
dorse lawlessness, arson, assault, 


battery and murder and support |} 


them with his dues to be a member 
of a labor union, then Christians 
ought to withdraw. Otherwise, if 
Christians are to remain in labor 
unions they should take charge of 
them and see that the activities 
of labor unions stay within the 
bounds of right and law abiding 
citizenship. 

In this connection remember the 
“Be ye not unequally 
'yoked together with unbelievers’ 
(II Cor. 6:14). 
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
